Donning Stampede apparel 
and displaying cowboy-like deter¬ 
mination, Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson and Deputy Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Peter MacKay, deliv¬ 
ered a message of hope to a crowd 
of 80 at a Stampede Round-up 
town hall meeting in Airdrie last 
Wednesday. 

Thompson, who introduced 
the deputy leader, had a strong 
message to convey before hand¬ 
ing the mic to MacKay. 

“Things are going to change,” 
said Thompson. “Under the lead¬ 
ership of Stephen Harper and 
with the help of Peter MacKay we 
are determined to get rid of the 
mob that’s running this country.” 

Directing his attention to the 
80 individuals sitting before him, 
Thompson said, “We cannot do 
it if you don’t get involved. None 
of this is possible without you 
who go to the meetings. We have 
got to start standing together.” 

Thompson said t here is a quick 
answer to the issues of same-sex 
marriage, prostitution, marijuana 
legislation, which is to let the peo¬ 
ple speak. 

“I regret we did not win the 
vote on same-sex marriage, since 
it is evident when 1 the people of 


this riding stand (on this issue),” 
said Thompson. “(But even 
though) the battle may be over, the 
war isn’t.” 

Thompson assured the audience 
that he would make their opinions 
known in the House of Commons. 

“I will represent your voice to 
Ottawa. I won’t represent Otta¬ 
wa’s voice to you,” said Thompson. 

Before yielding the podium to 
MacKay, Thompson admitted to 
the crowd that he hadn’t intended 
to stay in politics as long as he had, 
but said he was now insistent on 
remaining a politician until he saw 
significant changes come about. 

“As long as God keeps me on 
my feet and moving Pm going to 
fight for that cause,” said 
Thompson. 

MacKay, like Thompson, em¬ 
phasized the significance of change 
to the crowd. 

“We have to bring back the lead¬ 
ership, pride and direction that we 
all know exists in Canadians’ 
minds,” said MacKay. “And we 
have to do it humbly.” 

Stilting specifics, MacKay said 
once dire*.lion is restored. The first 
thing Conservatives are going to 
do is pull the pin from the gun reg¬ 
istry and put it into front line po¬ 


licing. 

“There is a lot more we can do 
in the justice system on a pre¬ 
ventative side,” said the former 
crown prosecutor. 

Along with a promise to revise 
the justice system, MacKay also 
pledged a recalibration of govern¬ 
ment spending, upon his party’s 
arrival into power. 

MacKay said the Tories plan 
on giving Canadians more access 
to their money. 

“People know where to spend 
their money better than the gov¬ 
ernment and much more effi¬ 
ciently,” he said. 

The deputy leader then touched 
briefly on the Sponsorship Scan¬ 
dal, saying that it was likely just 
one of many misdeeds of the Lib¬ 
eral government that needed to be 
uncovered. 

However, realizing that the last 
session of Parliament led Canadi¬ 
ans cynical and depressed, 
MacKay refused to dwell on the 
misdeeds of the current govern¬ 
ment. but rather chose to create 
an optimistic atmosphere for the 
people of the Wild Rose riding. 

“I want to bring you a message 
of hope... that this party is work¬ 
ing on your behalf,” said MacKay. 


“For everything negative we 
have to do three things positive,” 
MacKay said. 

Although the politicians’ posi¬ 
tive words were met with healthy 
applause during their addresses, 
when it came to question period 
many crowd members were still 
sceptical whether the Conserva¬ 
tives knew how to get the votes 
they needl'd to put their plans into 
action. 

MacKay said attracting people 
to vote was indeed a huge chal¬ 
lenge for his party. Appealing to 
the younger crowd, in particular, 
was especially difficult, said 
MacKay, citing that less than 1 4 
of people under 30 voted in the 
2000 election. 

Not only was the political apa¬ 
thy of young individuals obvious 
with past statistics, it was also ap- 
parent at that particular meeting, 
with the under 30 crowd seeming 
almost non-existent. 

“If you tell the truth and 
repeat it often enough peo¬ 
ple will listen,” MacKay 
said. But we need to stick 
together to make it happen 
because the only way we are 
going to succeed is with peo¬ 
ple behind us.

Parking Study: Council 
approved that the Gazebo 
Parking Lot to be expanded 
along the south and east 
sides of the Train Station, 
and that the Main Parking 
Lot be graded and re¬ 
graveled where necessary. 
Appropriate signing will be 
provided indicating the re¬ 
stricted parking areas. An 
information program letting 
the citizens know of both 
the restricted and unre¬ 
stricted parking areas, 
where bicycle racks are lo¬ 
cated, and informing the 
public that the parking re¬ 
strictions will be strictly 
enforced with suggestions to 
citizens who work in the 
core that they should begin 
making arrangements to 
find suitable off-street park¬ 
ing by September, 2005 will 
be distributed and adver¬ 
tised. 

Ross Ford Playground 
Request: Council approved 
to provide funding up to 
$10,000 for the purchase of 
playground equipment for 
this project.

Mayor Moore and Council¬ 
lor Brian Wittal will be rep¬ 
resenting the Town of 
Didsbury at the Annual Golf 
Fundraising Tournament in 
August. Proceeds will go to¬ 
wards an emergency 
stretcher for the hospital. 

Didsbury Elks Parade 
Road Closure for the 
Didsbury Elks Parade was 
accepted for August 20, 
2005, as well as having Op¬ 
erational Services put up 
barricades and asking if 
CPR could have trains re¬ 
frain from coming into 
Town during the Parade. 

FCSS Funding Request 
- Citizens on Patrol: 
Council approved the FCSS 
Advisory Board recommen¬ 
dation to allocate the re¬ 
quested amount of 
$1,636.48 to the Citizens on 
Patrol Society. These funds 
will be put towards training 
registration fees and associ¬ 
ated expenses and cell phone 
charges, which relate to di¬ 
rect service of this program. 

Communication with 
the Public Policy #1114: 
Every citizen who phones 
the Town of Didsbury with 
a question or concern is en¬ 
titled to a prompt response. 
This new policy addresses 


and defines guidelines for 
the prompt return of phone 
calls, mail and email from 
the Town of Didsbury. 

Mountain View Credit 
Union Shares: The Town of 
Didsbury is required to pur¬ 
chase one share at $25.00 
per share as part of the 
banking services proposal 
from the Mountain View 
Credit Union. Administra¬ 
tion has looked at the con¬ 
cept of purchasing more 
shares as an investment. 

Council directed Adminis¬ 
tration to purchase up to 
$2,999.00 in Mountain View 
Credit Union Shares to be 
charged to the Bank Inter¬ 
est Charges account based 
on clearance that it com¬ 
plies with the Municipal 
Government Act. 

Garbage Rates In¬ 
crease: The 2005 Operating 
Budget was prepared with a 
deficit for solid waste man¬ 
agement of $87,334.00. 
Council has directed admin¬ 
istration to bring recommen¬ 
dations to Council to reduce 
that deficit. The $11.25 rate 
was set assuming that 
Didsburians would reduce 
their tonnage more than 
they have. 

In 2004, the actual defi¬ 
cit for solid waste manage¬ 
ment was $80,285.14. All 
utilities need to be set up to 
cover the cost of that serv¬ 
ice. 

In reviewing the sur¬ 
rounding communities, who 
are also members of the 
Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management Commis¬ 
sion, it was evident that 
with the exception of 
Carstairs and Cremona, all 
municipalities charge more 
for residential garbage pick¬ 
up than Didsbury. 

Carstairs $11.00 (under 
review)

Sundre $14.50 

Olds $14.71 

Cremona $20.00 (bi¬ 
weekly) 

MV County $15.50 (WMC 
picks up in Rosebud & MV

In an effort to reduce the 
deficit and be more equita¬ 
ble with our neighboring 
municipalities that are mem¬ 
bers of the MVRWMC, it is 
recommended that the resi¬ 
dential rate for garbage 
pick-up be increased to 
$14.25. 

This rate should be re¬ 
viewed again in late 2005 for 
the 2006 budget. 

Based on the 1640 house¬ 
holds now being billed 
through our utilities sys¬ 
tem, this increase will raise 
2005 revenues by $19,680. 

Council approved the in¬ 
crease in residential gar¬ 
bage rates from $11.25 per 
month to $14.25 per month 
effective September 1, 2005. 
Further communication to

Postponement of As¬ 
sessment Hearing: The 

annual Assessment Review 
Board Hearing date was set 
for July 11, 2005. The asses¬ 
sor has suggested that it be 
postponed until August 22, 
2005 to allow time for some 
residents to speak with the 
assessor regarding their 
taxes. 

Bell Community Sport 
Fund: A joint initiative of 
Bell and the True Sport 
Foundation, the Bell Com¬ 
munity Sport Fund was re¬ 
cently created to make sport 
more accessible to young 
Canadians. 

Up to $1 million will be 
distributed to support 
projects involving hockey 
and soccer. These sports 
were chosen due to the high¬ 
est participation rate. 

Council has directed Ad¬ 
ministration to apply for the 


Bell Community Sport Fund 
Grant. Application deadline 
to apply for these funds is 
September 15, 2005, but are 
based on a first come first 
serve basis, so it is urgent 
that applications be expe¬ 
dited for eligible programs 
or projects. 

2005 Municipal Spon¬ 
sorship Program The Town 
of Didsbury was planning to 
apply for a 2005 Municipal 
Sponsorship Grant for 
“Green Bins”. A Special Grant 
Application for Collection of 
Infrastructure Data was also 
contemplated. 

In consultation with Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs, administra¬ 
tion was advised that only one 
enhanced grant may be ap¬ 
plied for by each municipal¬ 
ity. In order to apply for a 
“green bin” grant, it must be 
an inter-municipal one with 
other municipalities. Admin¬ 
istration talked to Carstairs 
about working with them for 


an inter-municipal grant for 
the “Green Bins”. However 
they are applying for funding 
for the e-government compu¬ 
ter system. 

In view of the Provincial 
dollars that are available spe¬ 
cifically for infrastructure and 
the requirement for a capital 
improvement plan, it would 
seem prudent that we apply 
for the Collection of Infra¬ 
structure Data grant in 2005 
and wait until 2006 for the 
Green Bin application. 

The Town of Didsbury is eli¬ 
gible for a maximum of 
$78,640 for an enhanced 
grant but it can’t be a combi¬ 
nation of the Infrastructure 
Grant and the Municipal 
Sponsorship Grant. 

The Collection of Infra¬ 
structure Data grant is for a 
maximum of $40,000. 

Council approved that the 2005 
Municipal Sponsorship Grant be 
applied for the purpose of collec¬ 
tion of Infrastructure data.

During World War II, many items including nylon were in 
short supply and rationed because they were needed for war 
materials.

It was 
mixed with water 
and spread on the 
legs, creating an 
effect not unlike a 
modem sunless tan 
cream. To create 
the illusion of a 
seam on the back 
of the leg, a line 
was drawn with an 
eyebrow pencil.

CHR praises province’s third way initiatives

Last week the Prov¬ 
ince announced a pack¬ 
age of twelve ‘third way’ 
initiatives designed to 
improve health care in 
Alberta. 

“We applaud premier 
Ralph Klein and minis¬ 
ter Iris Evans for this 
announcement and we 
are pleased that it is con¬ 
sistent with our Re¬ 
gion’s strategic priori¬ 
ties,” said Jack Davis, 
president and CEO, 
Calgary Health Region 
tCHRL 

The Region has en¬ 
dorsed the province’s 
12-step plan for health¬ 
care reform, saying the 
key proposals support 
the Region’s commit¬ 
ment to wellness and 
enhanced access to care. 

“The plan announced 
supports the ongoing 
commitment we have to 
wellness, children’s 
health, mental health, 
long term care, improv¬ 
ing access, and building 
our workforce,” said 
Davis. “Regional health 
authorities and other 
health providers need to 
be innovative. To do 
that, we need the flexibil¬ 


ity to design new serv¬ 
ices and move forward 
with programs that re¬ 
spond to our patients’ 
needs. We welcome the 
province’s decision to 
provide that opportu¬ 
nity.” 

Earlier, Premier 
Ralph Klein and Health 
and Wellness Minister 
Iris Evans unveiled a 
plan outlining a series of 
policy and regulatory 
changes designed to pro¬ 
vide Albertans with a 
wider variety of health 
care options. 

“It’s time to move 
from ideas to action,” 
Klein said in a state¬ 
ment. “It’s time to offer 
people choice. It’s time 
to take the shackles off 
the health authorities, 
open up the system, and 
see what works and what 
doesn’t.” 

Among other things, 
third way plans for 2005 
and 2006 include: 

• Changing regula¬ 
tions to provide choice in 
hospital rooms and en¬ 
hanced medical goods 
and services. 

• Developing a 
Health Care Assurance 
Act for Albertans. 

• Taking serious ac¬ 


tion on wellness. 

• Making children’s 
health a top priority. 

• Improving access to 
mental health services. 

• Implementing an 
Electronic Health 
Record for all Albertans. 

• Expanding primary 
health care services. 

• Improving access. 

• Controlling spiral¬ 
ling drug costs. 

• Improving the long 
term care system. 

• Increasing the 
number of health care 
providers. 

• Improving health 
services in rural com¬ 
munities. 

Davis said he was 
pleased with the prov¬ 
ince’s emphasis on 
choice in health care. 

“We look forward to 
working with the pro¬ 
vincial government on 
these and other exciting 
initiatives. This is the 
beginning of a process, 
where we will explore 
new ways to deliver serv¬ 
ices which our executive 
and board will evaluate 
in the coming months.” 

The Region is pres¬ 
ently recognized as one 
of the most innovative 


in the country, but 
Davis says the Region 
knows that reforms are 
needed over time to 
make our system 
stronger. 

A number of initia¬ 
tives are currently 
underway to improve the 
quality of care delivered 
to the Region, includ¬ 
ing:

Liberia 
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New MVC Building up and running

If you drive by the new 
Mountain View County 
(MVC) Administration 
Buiiding, you will notice 
the parking lot is full, the 
construction is cleared, and 
there are people buzzing 
around inside. After years of 
planning and debate the 
building has opened and the 
staff moved in. 

The building, which is 
over 22,000 sq. feet, cost the 
County $5.5 million. 

“The building is a lot 
more functional,” said Tony 
Martens, MVC assistant 
commissioner. “We tried to 
put departments together 
that were sort of related, it 
makes it a lot more func¬ 
tional and more effective.” 

The building is located 
next to the Olds/Didsbury 
Airport, land which the 
County owns. 

“I think the previous 
council thought that it was 
a central location and since 
we are a rural municipality 
that it was a good choice to 
put it here,” said Martens. 
“There is more natural light 
in the building, which 
makes it better. We have 
staff that don’t even turn on 
their office lights, because 
there is enough light com¬ 
ing through the windows. 
The air is better quality 
(than the old building) and 
I think people will be hap¬ 
pier and healthier in this 
building.” 

MVC Reeve A1 Kemmere is 
also very pleased with the 
new building. 

“First off, one of the 
things is that it has given 
all the staff a great, wide 
open place to work. I think 
the staff are a lot more com¬ 
fortable and I think that will 
work its way down to the 
residents,” Kemmere said. 
“I find the customer service 
part of the County is very 
easily accessible now, and 
easy to find.” 

Kemmere believes public 


meetings are going to be a 
lot more comfortable for peo¬ 
ple to sit in on and view. 

“In the long run I am hop¬ 
ing we will have more peo¬ 


ple coming to see what goes 
on, in council,” said 
Kemmere. 

Over the summer a long 
display comprised of 13 pan¬ 


els that will chronicle 100 
years of Alberta and County 
history is being built and 
will be ready for installation 
in August. There will be a 


number of photos built into 
it, and it should be ready for 
the building’s grand open¬ 
ing which will take place in 
September.

Well, my friends, I have some 
bad news: I’ve had to stop my 
bike tour this year. My heart 
has decided to kick up a fuss 
and I ended up in the hospital 
in Ft. Nelson for several days. 
So I’m back in Didsbury now 
and doing fine, thank you. 

After I wrote the note from 
Ft. Nelson I was able to climb 
and cross the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains. Saw lots of animals - 
moose, deer, caribou (which 
one American insisted were 
"reindeer” - he was riding a 
Harley - how could I argue?!), 


stone sheep, porcupine, martin 
- ’twas great! 

1 think my heart problems 
began when I had a 7 and a half 
km. climb at 6-7T grade. After 
that even downhills (into the 
windl seemed to exhaust me. 
After Toad River (and another 
rain rest day) I continued west 
into a strong wind and medium 
hills, but 1 had absolutely no 
stamina. Uphill I'd go only 100 
meters and I’d have to stop to 
catch my breath and my legs 
felt like lead pipes - no strength 
at all. So I stopped at a 
campground (“The Poplars”) - 
I had gone only 5 and a half 
kms. 

1 wondered if my heart 
wasn’t the problem - other than 
exhaustion, I felt fine. 

I had a heart rate monitor 
in my bags (for training pur¬ 
poses) so I put it on and dis¬ 
covered my heart rate was very 
erratic. 

The next morning there was 
a nurse in the restaurant so I 
ran my symptoms by her and 
was advised to get to a hospi¬ 
tal and be checked out. Hitched 
a ride back to Ft. Nelson (200 
km) and the Dr. there put me

in the hospital for 4 days. She 
determined my heart had re¬ 
acted to the severe physical 
stress and went into atrial fi¬ 
brillation, slightly enlarging , 
raising blood pressure and 
putting me in danger of blood 
clots. She managed to stabilize 
things hut forbids any further 
cycling - forever (we’ll see 
about that!). I flew back to 


Calgary Thurs. eve (July 7) 
and am on a couple medications 
and endure frequent testing. 

I feel great - physically. But 
there’s no doubt my psyche has 
been sucker punched. So far 
I’ve completed 11,600 km of my 
13,500 km goal - I only have 
2000 left to Inuvik! This year’s 
total is a measly 600 km. 

Everyone I’ve talked to has 


been very understanding and 
supportive, but I still feel that 
somehow I’ve let you down.

In an effort to better plan 
for the future, the Mountain 
View Regional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices (MVRES) has purchased a 
new ambulance, as part of their 
capital replacement program. 

The ambulance, which 
comes with all the new bells and 
whistles, comes with a price tag 
of $120,000 just for the vehi¬ 
cle. before adding any equip¬ 
ment - like stretchers, or other 
medical equipment. 

Equipment from the old am- 


“The reason we purchased 
this ambulance, it is under our 
10 year capitalization plan. We 
have made provisions for the 
purchase of new ambulances. 
The goal is to cycle ambulances 
when they get to (between) 
250,000 and 300,000 kms. The 
ambulance we purchased is re¬ 
placing an ambulance that had 
just over 300,000 kms," Thain 
explained. When the Commis¬ 
sion first began operation, they 
started off with three brand 
new ambulances, which have 
caused all three of the vehicles 


age; meaning, they are all about 
ready to be replaced. The am¬ 
bulance which was just taken 
out of service and replaced had 
just over 300,000 kms on it, an¬ 
other ambulance has 280,000 
kms on it, and another has 
roughly 250,000 kms on it. 

“When this service first 
started, we started with three 
brand new ambulances. It 
makes the capitalization very 
difficult, because all the vehi¬ 
cles mile out at about the same 
rate, so nothing is staggered," 
Thain said. 


goal is to start getting the am¬ 
bulances on a rotation, so that 
each of the vehicles mile out at 
different times, so that all the 
ambulances don’t have to be 
purchased around the same 
time. 

Another ambulance is ex¬ 
pected to be purchased in Janu¬ 
ary, 2006 to replace the vehicle 
that currently has 280,000 
km’s on it. MVRES opted to 
lease this ambulance so that 
they didn’t have to pay out 
$120,000 at one time, rather 
they can pay monthly on the 
vehicle. 

The new ambulance came 
with some advanced features 
that will allow the drivers to 
be safer when out on the roads 
and responding to calls. 

“The new ambulance that we 
have has some features that the 
old ambulances don’t have. It 
has LED lighting, which is far 
more efficient, cost effective, 
and more visible. It has power 
mirrors, which make it very 
easy for the driver to adjust for 
driving, because we switch driv¬ 


ers so often, and it also has a 
back up camera,” Thain ex¬ 
plained. 

MVRES owns a total fleet of 
six vehicles; one command ve¬ 
hicle and five ambulances. Two 
of the ambulances are sta¬ 
tioned in the Town of Sundre, 
two in the Town of Olds, and 
one in the Town of Didsbury. 

The ambulance commission 
provides service to the commu¬ 
nities of Carstairs, Cremona, 
Didsbury, Olds, Sundre, and 
Mountain View County.

Question Why is early supervision and discipline 
of a son by his father so important? 

Dr. Dobson: Let me illustrate this principle with a 
recent finding from the world of nature. Other than 
dogs, which I have always loved, the animals that fas¬ 
cinate me the most are elephants. These magnificent 
creatures are highly emotional and surprisingly intel¬ 
ligent. I suppose that's why it is disturbing to see them 
suffering the encroachment of civilization. 

That is happening in the Pilanesberg National Park 
in northwestern South Africa. Rangers there have re¬ 
ported that young bull elephants in that region have 
become increasingly violent in recent years — especially 
to nearby white rhinos. Without provocation, an el¬ 
ephant will knock a rhinoceros over and then kneel 
and gore it to death. This is not typical elephant 
behavior, and it's been very difficult to explain. 

But now, game wardens think they've cracked the 
code. Apparently, the aggressiveness is a byproduct of 
government programs to reduce elephant populations 
by killing the older animals. Almost all of the young 
rogues were orphaned when they were calves, depriv¬ 
ing them of adult contact. Under normal circumstances, 
dominant older males keep the young bulls in line and 
serve as role models for them. In the absence of that 
influence, "juvenile delinquents" grow up to terrorize 
their neighbors. 

I know it's risky to apply animal behavior too liber¬ 
ally to human beings, but the parallel here is too strik¬ 
ing to miss. Let me say it one more time: The absence 
of early supervision and discipline is often catastrophic 
— for teenagprs and for elephants. 

Prisons are populated primarily by men who were 
abandoned or rejected by their fathers. Motivational 
speaker and writer Zig Ziglar quotes his friend Bill 
Glass, a dedicated evangelist who counseled almost every 
weekend for 25 years with men who were incarcerated, 
as saying that among the thousands of prisoners he 
had met, not one of them genuinely loved his dad. 
Ninety-five percent of those on death row hated their 
fathers. 

In 1998, there were 1,202,107 people in federal or 
state prisons. Of that number, 94 percent were males. 
Of the 3,452 prisoners awaiting execution, only 48 were 
women. That amounts to 98.6 percent males. Clearly, 
as author Barbara Jackson said, "it is far easier to build 
strong children than to repair broken men." 

Some years ago, executives of a greeting-card com¬ 
pany decided to do something special for Mother's Day. 
They set up a table in a federal prison, inviting any 
inmate who so desired to send a free card to his mom. 
The lines were so long, they had to make another trip 
to the factory to get more cards. Due to the success of 
the event, they decided to do the same thing on Fa¬ 
ther’s Day, but this time no one came. Not one pris¬ 
oner felt the need to send a card to his dad. Many had 
no idea who their fathers even were. What a sobering 
illustration of a dad's importance to his children. 

Contrast that story with a conversation I once had 
with a man named Bill Houghton, who was president 
of a large construction firm. Through the years, he had 
hired and managed thousands of employees. I asked 
him: "When you are thinking of hiring an employee - 
especially a man — what do you look for?" 

His answer surprised me. He said: "I look primarily 
at the relationship between the man and his father. If 
he felt loved by his dad and respected his authority, 
he's likely to be a good employee." Then he added: "I 
won't hire a young man who has been in rebellion 
against his dad. He will have difficulty with me, too." I 
have also observed that the relationship between a boy 
and his father sets the tone for so much of what is to 
come. He is that important at home.
